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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action is supplemental to the Office action, mailed 12/29/2005, and is 
necessary at this time to correct a discrepancy in the order of the claims prior to 
printing. More specifically, claims 6 and 12 are currently set forth in improper multiple 
dependent form. The claims must refer to preceding claims. See MPEP §0608.01 (n). 
Claims 6 and 12 currently refer to claims 1, 14 and 15, with claims 14 and 15 not being 
"preceding claims". Thus, the following examiner's amendment simply cancels claims 
6 and 12 and presents new claims 16 and 17, which are substantially duplicates of 
claims 6 and 12, respectively. In this manner, claims 6 and 12 are now placed in proper 
multiple dependent form and refer to preceding claims only.
